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Applicant thanks the Examiner for the opportunity to discuss this matter after final. 

We discussed the fact that claim 1 employed two different channels for the SIR and the 
push data. The Examiner indicated that he did not think that the claim as it currently read made 
it clear that that was the case. Applicant suggested an amendment indicating that the bearer be 
"distinct from" the connection-oriented signaling channel, and the Examiner indicated that this 
would help. 

We discussed that OTAHTTP was the closest prior art. That reference teaches sending an 
SIR by a connection-oriented signaling channel if such channel already exists , and then sending 
data on a connection-oriented channel. However, we discussed there is no suggestion in 
OTAHTTP that the channel is set up specifically for that purpose. Furthermore, there is no 
suggestion of using USSD to send the SIR.

We also discussed Lewontin. The Examiner was equating the connection-oriented 
channel of Lewontin to the connection-oriented signaling channel set up to send the SIR in 
Applicant's claim 1. Applicant clarified that the connection-oriented channel of Lewontin was 
not a "signaling channel", but was a channel used to transmit the push data per se after a previous 
SIR had already been sent. As such, the connection-oriented channel is closer to being analogous 
to the "bearer" of claim 1, than the cormection-oriented signaling channel used to transmit the 
SIR. The Examiner appreciated this difference. Finally, it was conceded by the Examiner that 
reference OTAHTTP may not be an enabling disclosure. 
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
